TURKEYS 
PROMOTED - 


Efforts to promote the sale of 
turkeys were outlined this week in 
a report by Alex Maul, of Fresno, 
president of the recently-revital- 
ized California Turkey federation, 
to members of the federation. 

Mr. Maul stated that during the 
present week ‘‘Midsummer Turkey 
Time” is being featured in but- 
cher shops as part of an industry 
self-help program to sell turkeys 
and also to build consumer accept- 
ance of the turkey as a year- 
around food product, 


He also stated that in a recent 
meeting with Secretary of Agri- 
culture Ezra T. Benson in’ Wash- 
ington as a member of a National 
Turkey Advisory committee, views 
and ‘opinions were expressed on 
two possibilities to strengthen the 
turkey market: a federal non- 
recourse loan program and a school 
lunch purchase program. 


» Five members of the committee 
were for one or both of the plans. 
being put into practice by the gov- 
ernment; nine members were not 
in favor of either plan; five were. 
split and six took no stand. Three 
of the committee members from 
California favored the plans; the 
fourth member, the Farm Bureau 
representative, wired that he op- 
posed any form of government in- 
tervention. 

Opinion of the turkey advisory 
committee was that the present 
depressed turkey market results 
from traditional seasonal factors 
and has probably reached its low 
point. An upswing can be expect- 
ed, however, a ‘‘watch dog””’ group 
of which Mr. Maul is a member, 
was named to watch market 
trends and, through: the advisory 
committee, take action in the fu- 
ture if needed. 

, Mr. Maul stated that the fed- 
eration is interested in getting 
opinions from turkey growers as 
to whether or not they favor direct 
action by the federal government 
in event of a serious drop in the 
turkey market.

MINIMUM PRICES 

The attempt by the Safeway 
Stores to break the minimum price 
law for fluid milk sold in Cali- 
fornia and now being reviewed by 
a superior court in Hanford, is of 
immediate concern to all farmers 
in the state regardless of whether 
the crops they produce fall under 
any regulatory rulings or not. 

To be sure, most do not. How- 
ever, the success of the price laws 
wherever instituted in guarantee- 
ihg farmers a fair return for their 
products commands each farmer's 
consideration. To establish a prec- 
efent against them at this time 
might prove both costly and 
dangerous. 


In order to secure a permit, a 
hunter must fill out the applica- 
tion form that is attached to the 
1954 deer tags.

|the present market value; it is 
;owned by the Commodity Credit 
| Corporation. 


| The cavernous building, that 
| was once the home of the Neuhoff 
| Cannery company, has been com- 
| pletely fumigated, renovated and 
| strengthened to accommodate the 
250,000 tons of ripened gyp-corn. 
| Powerful suction machines have 
}been moved in to unload the grain 
|from the railroad cars after its 
2,000-mile trip across the coun- 
| try. 

Inside, a network of. flexible

lcoming Saturday. Reports from 
ithe area indicate an excellent 
| population of deer in good condi- 
| tion. 

If hunters have not equipped 
themselves with the Digest of 
1954 Hunting Regulations obtain- 
able wherever hunting licenses are 
sold, they should do so immediate- 
ly and keep up to date on the 
hunting rules and regulations. 

tame wardens are going to 
make numerous arrests again this 
year for these violations: (1) Car- 
rying a loaded gun in, the car, 
meaning a shell in the chamber, 
(2) Hunting without a license 
and/or deer tags, and (3) Deer 
tags improperly filled out. 

We have a lot of inquiries about 
carrying sidearms while deer or 
bear hunting. We know of no law 
that expressly prohibits this prac- 
tice but it is unlawful to use pis- 
tols for taking deer or bear. Shot- 
guns using rifle slugs may be used 
for taking deer, 

The black bear season opens 
simultaneously with the deer sea- 
son but does not close until Janu- 
ary 15 except in Mono and Inyo 
counties where bear hunting 
legally stops with the end of the 
deer season. Of course there is no 
| closed season or bag lfmit on black 
bear in Del Norte, Humbolt and 
Trinity counties. 

We have just returned from the 
10,000 foot high Devil’s Punch 
Bow] lake of Fresno county where 
astern brook trout fishing was 
at its best. Our party checked 45 
lakes in the area and found 28 
contained brooks, 10 had rainbow 
and seven were barren. Fishing 
in all except the latter was exX- 
cellent. 

Recently planted catchable size 
rainbow are helping Huntington 
lake anglers to fill out limits. 
Best fishing has been at the 
mouths of Rancheria, Line and 
Home creeks. 

Small lakes along the Kaiser 
Crest are producing some trout 
limits although most of the fish 
are small. The south fork of the 
San Joaquin river is still good 
with the best at Miller’s Cross- 
ing. 

Upper Vermillion valley is pro- 
ducing some very good trout fish- 
ing but there is a problem here 
of. getting into the fishing 
grounds. Big earth movement 
equipment is being used on. the 
new dam and this keeps the fish- 
ermen hopping. 
keeping the anglers under control

BALANCE 

One of the Ranger-Naturalists 
at the North Rim of the Grand 
Canyon said that policy of the 
Park Services was to leave the 
Park in its natural state as far as 
possible. ‘It is not our policy to 
disturb the balance of nature,” he. 
said. ‘There is but one thing 
that upsets the balance and that is 
the lack of rain.’’ The lack of 
rain may be likened to the lack of 
prayer. Just as the lack of rain 
upsets the balance in God’s out- 
of-doors, so the lack of prayer 
upsets the balance of God’s human 
family. 

God is surprised, too, that so 
few pray. In Isaiah 59:16 we 
read, ‘“‘And h@ saw that there was 
no man, and wondered that there 
was no intercessor.’’ It’s'good to 
read that in some places of the 
“world there are those who meet 
together at 4:00 in the morning 


for two hours of prayer (as they 
do in Korea), and that in some 
other places like North Ireland 
there have been prayer meetings 
that lasted until 4:00 in the morn- 
ing. 

It has been interesting to note 
what balance was maintained by 
these widely scattered prayer meet- 
ings. When the Reds struck from 
North Korea, South Korea was 
not militarily ready; but in prayer, 
in faith, and in the power of real 
Christianity they were more ready 
than any other country in the 
Orient. In North Ireland as a re- 
sult of these all-night prayer 
meetings spiritual revivals have 
broken out in churches and com- 
munities. 


Our prayer for America is that

Grape Leafhopper 
Can Be Checked Now 


Since there is no distinct brood- 
ing period for the grape leafhop- 
per during the remainder of the 
summer, Farm Advisor Fred Jen- 
sen states that ‘‘one time is as 
good as another” if control is 
needed. 

The farm advisor states that 15 
pounds per acre of four per cent 
malathion and 560 per cent sulfur 
dust will result in a good kill. In 
most cases, there will be some re- 
hatch after about 10 days, but 
probably not in sufficient num- 
bers to require further dusting 
this summer.

Insecticide Killing Time Increased 


1,000 Per Cent By Chemical Extender 


By Karl W. Opitz Farm Advisor 
United States department of 


agriculture research — scientists 
have found the killing time of 
some insecticides can be boosted 
up to 1,000 per cent by using 
chemical extenders. ; 
Ordinarily DDT used in an oil 
solution is effective less than 15 
days. By adding methyl ethyl ke- 
tone they boosted the lethal period 
to 60 or more days. Aldrin and 
lindane were improved even more. 
In normal oil or emulsion sprays 
they killed flies for less than 10 
days im outdoor weather condi- 
tions. Using the extender in place 
of the oil or emulsion, scientists 


obtained nearly perfect fly con- 
trol for more than 102 days — an 
increase of over 1,000 per cent. 

The reason why oil-based sprays 
do not last is that the oil, car- 
rying the DDT, penetrates the leaf. 
When a highly volitle solvent such 
as methyl ethyl ketone is substi- 
tuted for the oil in DDT sprays, 
it quickly vaporizes, leaving a res- 
idue of DDT on the foliate surface. 
The residue does not wash or 
weather away easily. 

This information may help re- 
duce the cost of spraying consider- 
ably providing the extender can 
be used with other insecticides 
and without damage to plants.

chain that they can sell milk at{ 


a penny or two less per quart and 
still pay the producer the same 
amount is being questioned by 
both the association of milk pro- 
ducers in California and the inde- 
pendent grocers. 

Frankly, the independent be- 
lieves that the grocery chain has 
other motives. At least they see 
the possibility of milk being used 
as a price leader to entice cus- 
tomers into the chain stores in the 
event that the minimum price law 
was set aside. They point out 
that at present time there is only 
two cents difference between the 
wholesale and retail price and so 
are naturally perplexed by Safe- 
way’s contention. 

The producers’ organization is 
|!econcerned as to whether or not 
|the abandonment of the law will 
signal a general price war. They 
cite similar instances in the state’s 
| history when no price restrictions 
| were imposed as evidence. In each 
| instance, it was the producer who 
| usually was the loser. 


| It should be remembered 


that 


minimum price laws are not new! 


to the American economy. In fact, 
such laws have been on the books 
for over a hundred years. While 


it is true that most of them were | 


adopted as a protection against 
monopolistic practices, they have 
nevertheless. rémained to prove 
their real worth to protect the 
consumer. 

Perhaps the minimum price law 
for milk should be viewed in the 
same light. After all, a cow has 
a pretty good monopoly — who 
else manufactures milk?

The weeping and wailing that we hear now and then about busi- 
ness leaves us somewhat mystified, since the record shows that the 
nation is now experiencing what very likely will turn out to be its 
second best business year in history. 


Of course the gravy train, that travels along with wars and 
“police actions,” isn’t running now, but, after the first six, months 
of 1954, yearly rate for gross national product was $356 billion, high- 
er than the $348 billion in 1952 and the $287 billion in 1950, but 
somewhat below the $367.2 billion of 1953. 

The yearly rate for national income, $299.5 billion, was $6.5 bil- 
lion below 1953 but was $58.5 billion above 1950 and $7.5 billion 


above 1952. 


Industrial production index 124, although below the 134 of 1953, 
was 12 points above 1950 and equal to 1952. The 1954 unemploy- 
ment figure of five per cent of the labor force was the same as in 
1950 and as of June of this year, 62.1 million people were employed 
in the nation. 

Industry gen- 
erally is investing tremendous sums of money in many activities, new 
products are being developed and new uses for raw materials are be- 
ing found. :
